Move the Power Switch to On, the signal LED 
will light. 

Note: If you wish to extend battery life select the 
Rumble Off position. This will turn off the 
rumble effect in game play resulting in a 
doubling of your battery life. 

OTHER FEATURES: 

Multiple Players: 

You may play with up to four G3 Wireless controllers. 
Check to see that the channel switches 
are set as outlined above. 

Power Save Mode: 

When not in use the G3 controller automatically goes 
into a sleep mode to conserve 
batteries. A touch of any button puts the controller 
back into play mode. 

Note: Turn off the controller when not in use to extend 
your battery life. 

Turbo Function: 

This feature allows rapid fire of any selected fire 
button. To turn on, press the Turbo button, and then 
while still holding down the Turbo button press the 
fire button that you wish to have the Turbo feature. 
To return the button back to a normal fire button 
repeat the above process or turn on and off the 
controller.
